Fire Erupts After Failed Bomb Plot 


Mosque where terror 
suspect worshipped 
targeted in Ore. arson 


Corvallis, Ore. 

Anger over a Somali-born teen’s failed 
plan to blow up a van full of explo- 
sives during Portland’s Christmas 
tree lighting ceremony erupted in 
arson on Sunday when a fire dam- 
aged an Islamic center frequented by 
the suspect, authorities said. 

Police don’t know who started 
the blaze or exactly why, but they 
believe the Islamic center in Corval- 
lis was targeted because terror sus- 
pect Mohamed Osman Mohamud, 19, 
occasionally worshipped there. 

Yosof Wanly, the imam at the Sal- 
man Alfarisi Islamic Center, said he 
was advised by friends to take his 
family out of their home because of 
the potential threat of hate crime, and 
members decried the alleged arson 
attack. No one was injured, and the 
fire was contained to one room. 

“We know how it is, we know some 
people due to ignorance are going 
to perceive of these things and hold 
most Muslims accountable,” Wanly 
said. “We do what we can, but it’s a 
tough situation.” 

The failed attack on Portland’s 
Christmas tree lighting ceremony 
on Friday is testing tolerance in what 
has typically been a state accepting

Homegrown Threat 

The capture of Mohamed Osman Mohamud is the 
latest indication that the government is increas- 
ingly turning to undercover operatives to infiltrate 
extremist cells to fight homegrown terrorism. While 
the FBI’s tactics have been controversial among 
Muslims, officials say they have broken up numer- 
ous recent plots, including the attempted bombing 
of Metro stations. And it was a tip from the Muslim 
community that led the FBI to Mohamud. (twp)

of Muslims, and the FBI warned 
it would not accept retribution for 
Mohamud’s alleged plot. 

Agents arrested Mohamud 
moments after he tried to deto- 
nate a van he thought was packed 
with explosives in the crowded pub- 
lic square Friday night, the Justice 
Department said. As he was taken 
away, Mohamud kicked agents and 
screamed, “Allahu Akbar!” — Arabic 
for “God is great,” officials said. The 
bomb was an elaborate dud, assem- 
bled by FBI technicians. 

Mohamud, a naturalized U.S. citi- 
zen and former Oregon State Univer- 
sity student, is expected to appear in 
federal court Monday. He faces up to 
life in prison if convicted of attempt- 
ing to use a weapon of mass destruc- 
tion. It isn’t clear whether he has a 
lawyer yet. (ap/the Washington post)

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Shoppers Get Fast Start 



Big discounts boost 
spending on holiday 
gifts, but will it last? 

New York 

Holiday spending appears to be off 
to a respectable start, with shop- 
pers crowding stores and malls in 
bigger numbers than last year on 
Friday and steady traffic the rest 
of the weekend. 

Add in strong spending earli- 
er in the month and robust sales 
online, and retailers are feeling 
encouraged. That’s particularly true 
because shoppers also scooped up 
fashion and other items for them- 
selves, though mostly where they 
saw bargains. The question remains 
how many dollars shoppers are pre- 
pared to spend before Dec. 24 in an 
economy that’s still bumpy. 

Discounts, particularly early- 
morning specials, were deep enough 
that many shoppers say they scooped 
up more than they had planned. But 
some say they’re done, and they spent 
less than last year. 

“I started Thursday, and I’m fin- 
ished,” said Tyler Jones, 34, of Man- 
hattan, clutching packages at the 
Manhattan Mall on Saturday. She 
said she started shopping online on 
Thanksgiving, grabbing deals on 
LCD TVs atWalmart.com, as well 
as clothing at Gap and Old Navy

throughout the night and into Fri- 
day. Then she went to the mall. She 
figures she spent $1,000 on holiday 
gifts, $500 less than last year. 

The heavy discounting and 
lower prices held down over- 
all spending. Retailers at shop- 
ping malls eked out a 0.3 percent 
increase to $10.69 billion, according 
to preliminary figures from Shop- 
perTrak, a research firm that tracks 
sales at 70,000 stores. 

Online, spending rose more than 


14 percent from Thanksgiving Day 
through Saturday, according to IBM’s 
Coremetrics. The average order rose 
14 percent, and the number of items 
per order 15 percent. 

Clearly, shoppers’ approach to 
the holidays has shifted, shaped 
by the stores themselves. While 
Black Friday is expected to be the 
busiest shopping day of the year, 
more spending was pulled forward 
as stores including Best Buy and 
Sears promoted discounts earlier in 
the month, often pitching them as 
“Black Friday doorbusters” weeks 
before the real thing. More stores 
opened on Thanksgiving, too. 

“You are going to have to look 
at the overall month, instead of just 
Black Friday,” said Laura Gurski, of 
consulting firm A.T. Kearney, (ap)

Tax on Benefits Possible 


Deficit-cutting plans 
could target untaxed 
health care coverage 

Washington 

Job-based health care benefits 
could wind up on the chopping 
block if President Obama and con- 
gressional Republicans get serious 
about cutting the deficit. 

Budget proposals from leaders 
in both parties have urged shrink- 
ing or eliminating tax breaks that 
help make employer health insur- 
ance the leading source of cover- 
age in the nation and a middle- 
class mainstay. 

The idea isn’t to just raise reve- 
nue, economists say, but finally to 
turn Americans into frugal health 
care consumers by having them 
face the full costs of their medi- 
cal decisions. 

Such a re-engineering was 
rejected by Democrats only a few 
months ago, at the height of the 
health care overhaul debate. But 
Washington has changed, with

Republicans back in power and 
widespread fears that the burden 
of government debt may drag down 
the economy. 

“There is no short-term pros- 
pect of enactment,” said former 
Senate majority leader Tom Dasch- 
le, a leading Democratic advis- 
er on health care. “However, in a 
tax reform [and] deficit-reducing 
context in the long term, the pros- 


pects are much better.” He oppos- 
es repealing the tax break by itself 
but says he would be “willing to 
look” at it with other changes that 
improve access to quality health 
care while reducing costs. 

Labor unions believed they 
had squelched any such talk. 
Now they’re preparing for anoth- 
er fight. 

Tampering with health care 
tax breaks is “a terrible step in the 
wrong direction,” said Mary Kay 
Henry, the new president of the 
Service Employees Internation- 
al Union, which represents many 
hospital workers. 

Employer-provided health insur- 
ance is part of a worker’s compen- 
sation. Unlike wages, it isn’t sub- 
ject to income and payroll taxes. 
Repealing the tax break would raise 
several hundred billion dollars a 
year, depending on how it’s done. 
Many economists believe employ- 
ers would boost pay if they didn’t 
provide health care. Proponents of 
repeal usually call for a tax cred- 
it to offset part of the cost of indi- 
vidually purchasing coverage, (ap)

U.S., S. Korea begin 
show of force despite 
N. Korean warnings 


Seoul, South Korea 

South Korea and the United States 
on Sunday began joint naval exer- 
cises that will include live fire and 
bombing drills, as hermetic North 
Korea deployed missiles close to 
the Yellow Sea and warned that it 
will turn the region into “a mer- 
ciless shower of fire” if its territo- 
ry is violated. 

South Korean officials said the 
exercises, called in response to the 
North’s deadly artillery barrage last 
week of Yeonpyeong Island, began 
when the USS George Washington 
aircraft carrier strike group entered 
the exercise zone, along with South

With tensions high in the region, China on Sunday called for an emer- 
gency session in December of the parties to the long-suspended talks over 
North Korea’s nuclear program. But the call for new talks, announced Sunday 
in Beijing by Chinese nuclear negotiator Wu Dawei, received a chilly response 
in Seoul. China has been under intense pressure to rein in its often erratic ally, 
North Korea, and Beijing this weekend was engaged in an intense round of di- 
plomacy trying to prevent this current crisis from escalating into a full-scale 
conflict.

Hundreds of Muslim Brotherhood 
supporters protested outside vote 
counting stations, scuffling with 
police and denouncing what they 
called widespread fraud in Egypt’s 
parliament elections on Sunday, as 
the government appeared deter- 
mined to ensure its monopoly on 


the legislature. 

The protests in Cairo and in 
Alexandria capped a day of voting 
in which many independent mon- 
itors were barred from polling sta- 
tions. In some places, candidates 
were seen giving cash and food to 
voters near polling stations.

Candidates Decry 
Elections in Haiti 


Allegations of fraud, 
poll disorganization 
cast shadow on vote 

Port-au-Prince, Haiti 

Nearly all the major candidates in 
Haiti’s presidential election called 
for Sunday’s election to be void- 
ed amid allegations of fraud and 
reports that large numbers of vot- 
ers were turned away from polling 
stations throughout the quake- 
stricken country. 

Twelve of the 19 candi- 
dates endorsed a 
joint statement 
I denouncing the 

voting as fraud- 
ulent and calling 
on their support- 
ers to show their 
Preval anger with dem- 

onstrations. 

The statement included all of 
the major contenders but one: Jude 
Celestin, who is backed by the Unity 
party of President Rene Preval. 

The united front of so many 
candidates could cast doubt on the 
legitimacy of the election, the first 
since a January earthquake that has 
left more than a million people still 
stranded in tent camps. 

Voters showed up at polling sta- 
tions only to find them closed, or 
to be turned away because their

names were not on lists. The voter 
rolls are filled with the dead, and 
living citizens are still struggling to 
figure out if or where they can vote 
while worrying about political vio- 
lence and a cholera epidemic. 

There were also sporadic reports 
of violence and intimidation, as 
well as a ballot box being stolen, 
its contents strewn about. 

It was not yet clear whether the 
problems were the result of orches- 
trated fraud or merely disorgani- 
zation made worse by the Jan. 12 
earthquake. 

Voters and candidates said Pre- 
val, who cannot run for re-elec- 
tion, was trying to sway the vote 
in favor of Celestin. 

Ninety-six contenders are com- 
peting for 11 Senate seats, and more 
than 800 others are seeking to fill 
the 99 -seat lower house. 

Preliminary results are not 
expected until Dec. 7, but most 
expect to see a run-off for races at

EU Nations Agree 
To Irish Bailout 


Ireland will receive 
$ 89 . 4 B rescue loan 
to aid banking crisis 

Brussels 

EU nations approved an $89.4 bil- 
lion bailout deal for Ireland on Sun- 
day to help the debt-stricken coun- 
try with its banking crisis. 

According to a statement by 
the Irish government, the coun- 
try will take $13 billion immedi- 
ately to boost the capital reserves 
of its banks. Another $33 billion 
will remain in reserve. 

The statement said the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund, the 16 
eurozone nations and the Europe- 
an Commission will be involved. 
Britain, Sweden and Denmark will 
offer bilateral loans. 

The rescue deal, approved by 
finance ministers at an emergen- 
cy meeting in Brussels, means two 
of the eurozone’s 16 nations have 
now come to depend on foreign

EU officials on Sunday also 
sketched out new rules for future 
emergencies in an effort to restore 
faith in the euro currency, and said 
they have agreed on a permanent 
mechanism that would allow a 
country to restructure its debts af- 
ter 2013 once it has been deemed in- 
solvent.

However, in a surprise account- 
ing move, European and IMF 
experts decided that Ireland will 
contribute $23 billion of its own 
money — transferring cash from 
its pension reserves, previously pro- 
hibited by EU law, to help. 

The European Commission 
granted Ireland an extra year to 
bring down its deficit to within the 
EU limit of 3 percent of GDP. It now

Leaked confidential 
State Department 
cables are a window 
into U.S. diplomacy 

Washington 

Hundreds of thousands of State 
Department documents leaked Sunday 
revealed a hidden world of backstage 
international diplomacy, divulging can- 
did comments from world leaders and 
detailing occasional U.S. pressure tac- 
tics aimed at hot spots in Afghanistan, 
Iran and North Korea. 

The classified diplomatic cables 
released by online whistle-blower 
WikiLeaks and reported on by news 
organizations in the United States and 
Europe provided often unflattering 
assessments of foreign leaders, rang- 
ing from U.S. allies such as Germa- 
ny and Italy to other nations such as 
Libya, Iran and Afghanistan. 

None of the revelations is particu- 
larly explosive, but their publication 
could prove problematic for the offi- 
cials concerned. 

The documents published by the 
New York Times, France’s Le Monde, 
Britain’s Guardian newspaper, Ger- 
man magazine Der Spiegel and others 
laid out the behind-the-scenes conduct 
of Washington’s international rela- 
tions, shrouded in public by platitudes, 
smiles and handshakes at photo ses- 
sions among senior officials. 

The White House immediately con- 
demned the release of the WikiLeaks 
documents, saying “such disclosures 
put at risk our diplomats, intelligence 
professionals, and people around the 
world who come to the United States 
for assistance in promoting democra- 
cy and open government.” 

On its website, the New York Times 
said “the documents serve an important 
public interest, illuminating the goals, 
successes, compromises and frustrations 
of American diplomacy in a way that 
other accounts cannot match.”

Calls to Strike Iran: Some cables showed King Abdullah of Saudi Arabia, above with President Obama, repeatedly urging 
the U.S. to attack Iran to destroy its nuclear program, the Guardian reported. The newspaper also said officials in Jordan and 
Bahrain have openly called for Iran’s nuclear program to be stopped by any means and that leaders of Saudi Arabia, the United 
Arab Emirates and Egypt referred to Iran “as ‘evil,’ an ‘existential threat’ and a power that ‘is going to take us to war.”’ 

Guantanamo Detainees: The New York Times cited documents showing the U.S. used hardline tactics to win approval 
from countries to accept freed detainees from Guantanamo Bay. It said Slovenia was told to take a prisoner if its president 
wanted to meet with President Obama, and it said the Pacific island of Kiribati was offered millions of dollars to take in a 
group of detainees. 

Korean Unification: The paper highlighted documents that indicated the U.S. and South Korea were “gaming out an 
eventual collapse of North Korea” and discussing the prospects for a unified country if the isolated, communist North’s 
economic troubles and political transition lead it to implode. 

Chinese Hacking: it also cited a cable from the U.S. Embassy in Beijing that included allegations from a Chinese con- 
tact that China’s Politburo directed a cyber intrusion into Google’s computer systems as part of a “coordinated campaign 
of computer sabotage carried out by government operatives, private security experts and Internet outlaws." 

Biometric Spying: Le Monde said another memo asked U.S. diplomats to collect basic contact information about U.N. 
officials that included Internet passwords, credit card numbers and frequent flyer numbers. They were asked to obtain fin- 
gerprints, ID photos, DN A and iris scans of people of interest to the United States, Le Monde said.

Train on a Train 

“You go, track star!" A random man on the street 
shouted that at me Last week as I found myself 
sprinting — again — to Baltimore’s Penn Station to 
catch the 8:10 MARC to D.C. It’s a point of pride 
that in the three months I’ve been doing this com- 
mute, I’ve yet to miss a train I’ve set out to catch. 
And for that, I thank my feet. 


Riding for an hour each way every 
day sounds like a fairly sedentary 
activity, but think of that as nec- 
essary recovery time. 

After fljdng into the station, rid- 
ers still need to scurry along the 
platform to find a train car with 


an empty seat. Never seen a race- 
walking competition? Hang out 
at the C gate of Union Station and 
just wait for a track number to be 
announced. 

An army of loafers and pumps 
will storm by, furiously swinging 


laptop cases and purses. 

Participating in this daily dash 
has bolstered my theory that pub- 
lic transit isn’t just a good way to 
get around. It’s also a good way to 
get less round. 

Even when sta- 
tions are conve- 
nient, you rarely get 
door-to-door ser- 
vice, which pushes 
up your number of 
daily steps. Staircas- 
es (and those ubiq- 
uitous broken esca- 
lators) force your 
glutes to get working. And if you 
can’t snag a seat, keeping your bal- 
ance while standing on a train or 
bus recruits your core. 

It’s the sort of stuff that might 
not register as a workout but can 
easily add up to one. A study pub- 
lished in the American Journal of 
Preventative Medicine in August 
looked at the effect of a new light 
rail system in Charlotte, N.C. Regu- 
lar riders ended up dropping a sig- 
nificant amount of weight with- 
out reporting any other changes 
in physical activity. 

Trust me on this one: When 
I’m not being your transit pal, I 
edit the Fit section of Express. So 
I’m well aware that this isn’t usu- 
ally the most wonderful time of 
year for one’s waistline. People are 
shopping, party hopping and fill- 
ing up with sweet stuff 

But if you don’t have time to 
make it to the gym, at least make 
it to the Metro. When running 
errands requires some actual run- 
ning, you’ll earn that glass of egg- 
nog. Bet if Santa lost that sleigh, 
he’d lose a few pounds, too.

Plan to cut National 
Arboretum shrubs 
ignites online storm 

Washington 

Washingtonians can be a compliant 
lot. You can move our football team 
to the suburbs, soak it to downtown 
parking meter users and turn Cap- 
itol Hill into an ultra-secure, Bagh- 
dad-style green zone. Just don’t 
mess with our azaleas. 

A plan to cut down thousands 
of mature shrubs at the National 
Arboretum has ignited a blogo- 
sphere firestorm of dismay and 
rage by azalea lovers who flock to 
the federally owned botanical gar- 
den each spring. 

The reaction has given Ramon 
Jordan, the arboretum’s interim 
director, pause, though plans are 
still in the works to take out as 
many as 10,000 mature azaleas if 
Jordan cannot replace the loss of 
an annual grant. 

“I have 97 e-mails I just replied 
to personally,” said Jordan. “The 
outpouring is awesome.” He said 
he will re-evaluate his decision. 


and try to find temporary fund- 
ing to delay the plan. “The bottom 
line is, we need sustained fund- 
ing,” he said. 

The 65-year-old azaleas trans- 
form a wooded hill at the arbore- 
tum in Northeast Washington in 


April and May, and help draw more 
than 100,000 visitors during six 
peak weekends. Managers have 
proposed removing approximately 
20 percent of the collection, clus- 
tered in the popular hillside dis- 
play on Mount Hamilton. 


Elsewhere in the 446-acre 
arboretum, displays of boxwood, 
perennials and daffodils are to be 
removed or broken up after admin- 
istrators learned they are losing 
the annual $110,000 private grant 
that funds two of the 20 garden- 
ers who tend to 15 plant collections 
and gardens. 

Although the azaleas aren’t 
scheduled to be chopped down until 
late next year, rumors of the culling 
went viral just before Thanksgiv- 
ing. Protesters created a website, 
Savetheazaleas.org, and encour- 
aged supporters to lobby mem- 
bers of Congress and the secre- 
tary of agriculture to halt the plan. 
The arboretum is both a public 
botanical garden and a scientific 
research location of the Agricul- 
tural Research Service. 

“They’re making a terrible deci- 
sion and an irrevocable one,” said 
Don Hyatt, an azalea grower and 
breeder in McLean, Va. 

Jordan said that without 
replacement funding, the mature 
azaleas will be removed next 
fall and the 500 boxwood plants

After scrambling 10 yards on his 
creaky legs for a key first down, 
Brett Favre popped up with one of 
his shoulder pads flapping around 
and started leaping on teammates 
for hugs. Moments later, the Min- 
nesota Vikings’ 17-13 victory Sun- 
day over the Washington Redskins 
complete, Favre went over to new 
coach Leslie Frazier and handed 
him the football. 

Favre was perfect on two scor- 
ing drives, and Minnesota won Fra- 
zier’s NFL head coaching debut 
despite Adrian Peterson’s early 
right ankle injury. 

The aging QB went 3 for 3 on 
Minnesota’s opening possession, 
which ended with Peterson’s 5-yard 
touchdown run. The 41-year-old 
quarterback was 5 for 5 on the first 
drive of the second half, capped by 
a 5-yard TD from rookie Toby Ger- 
hart, who took over after Peterson 
left in the second quarter. 

Favre weaved around to run for 
a first down on third-and-8 right 
before the two -minute warning, 
allowing the Vikings (4-7) to run 
out the clock and end their nine- 
game road losing streak, which 
began in November 2009. It also 
made them winners less than a 
week after firing coach Brad Chil- 
dress and promoting defensive 
coordinator Frazier.

Danny Elf man & Tim Burton, 

“The Danny Elfman & Tim Burton 
25th Anniversary Music Box” 

There are box sets, and then there are works of aural art 
that encompass, extend and envelop the quirks, brilliance 
and sheer showmanship of the music composer and film 
auteur. This “Music Box'' is just about the only magnum 
opus that qualifies as the latter. And what an opus it 
is! Sixteen compact discs, about 19 hours of music — 
including seven hours that have never been released — 
from “Pee-wee's Big Adventure" to “Alice in Wonderland" 
and every other Burton film in between. 


Michael Jackson, “Vision” 

Michael Jackson so defined the video era of music 
that it seems like we know each one of his epic 
videos by heart. But as amazing as “Thriller," "Beat 
It" and “Smooth Criminal" were, they represent 
only a portion of his vast, and mostly amazing, 
video portfolio. “Vision" is an attempt to paint 
the fullest picture of Jackson's genius in the 
visual realm, with more than 40 clips, including 
rarely seen videos from the Jacksons, spread 
out over three discs (a bonus booklet is included). 
Die-hard fans will complain, surely: The full 
“Smooth Criminal" is not a part of this, “Ghosts" is 
represented only by a clip and not the longer film 
it was taken from, and there's no “Captain EO," the 
short 3-D film he made for Disney. 


Grateful Dead, 

“The Warner Bros. Studio Albums” 

Like a Deadhead sticker on a Cadillac, these albums on CD always 
seemed incongruous. The Grateful Dead was an analog band, 
which makes it appropriate that Rhino has released the group's 
first five studio albums as an LP box set. These records are heavy, 
man — 180-gram vinyl, to be precise — which means sound 
quality superior to the old LPs. As always. Rhino's packaging 
is handsome, despite liner notes briefer than a Jerry Garcia 
solo. The iconic album covers replicate the originals in all their 
psychedelic glory. Two of the albums serve as cornerstones of the 
band's catalog — “Workingman's Dead" and “American Beauty," 
both from 1970. 


Jimi Hendrix, “West Coast Seattle Boy: 
The Jimi Hendrix Anthology” 

It's easy to think highly of Jimi Hendrix's signature 
songs. They soar with experimental sound and left 
a lasting mark on rock 'n' roll. This five-disc (four 
CD, one DVD) set brims with previously unreleased 
recordings and alternate versions of songs from 
Hendrix's solo career. The quality is top-notch. 


Oasis, “Time Flies 1994-2009” 

The U.K. press predicted big things for Oasis 
when it hit its stride in the 1990s. It was right. 
You can hear the band's complete singles 
collection on this set, which is available in a 
two-CD version and in a four-disc set. 


Elvis Presley, 

“The Complete Elvis Presley Masters” 

“The Complete Elvis Presley Masters" is like a peanut butter and banana sandwich 
topped with an ice cream sundae and candy bars, then dipped in batter and deep- 
fried. Surely it is the greatest thing ever, but for most people, it's really just too much. 
But nothing brings out the completist in us like Elvis Presley. EVERYTHING is here, 
from his first sessions at Sun Records in 1954 to the final recordings he made in 1977.

When Maira Kalman agreed to cre- 
ate 12 visual essays about Ameri- 
ca, she didn’t really know where it 
would take her. 

“It was inspired by the elec- 
tion of Obama,” she says. “This 
was a moment of great euphoria 
and change and possibility in the 
country. It seemed like a good idea 
to send me out on assignment, an

innocent across America.” 

Kalman’s yearlong blog (a term 
she dislikes) for the New York 
Times was called “And the Pur- 
suit of Happiness.” Each month, 
she mused on a historical figure or 
concept using photography and col- 
orful illustrations in her trademark 
style. The blog turned into a book of 
the same name, published in Octo- 
ber ($30, Penguin Press). 

Kalman is well known for 
being a perspicacious artist, so 
it’s no surprise that these sketches 
of our founders and ideals aren’t 
the flag-draped, sanitized biog- 
raphies we read as children, but 
instead thoughtful, heartfelt pieces 
about what constitutes our nation- 
al character. 

“I do children’s books,” Kalman 
says. “And you have to learn how to 
edit things down to what you think 
is the most essential. I follow my 
instincts — what I fall in love with

is what I write about.” 

Of course, 12 essays isn’t much 
space to cover the entire cultur- 
al landscape of the United States, 
but the New York Times name 
opens many doors. Not all of them, 
though: “I wanted to hang out with 
Rahm Emanuel for a day,” she says, 
“but that didn’t happen.” 

Kalman is too smart to ignore 
flaws in our heroes and in us — 
instead she makes readers love 
Thomas Jefferson, Abraham Lincoln 
and Benjamin Franklin despite their 
faults. This will be helpful going for- 
ward, as her next projects — there 
are always more than one — include 
kids’ books on Lincoln and Jeffer- 
son, based on “And the Pursuit of 
Happiness” essays. 

Jefferson, of course, is a partic- 
ularly complex figure to convey to 
those who haven’t yet grasped the 
concept of moral ambiguity. 

“I mean. I’m not going to talk 
about Sally Hemings,” Kalman says. 
“But I’ll certainly talk about how a 
human being can be both monu- 
mental and monumentally flawed, 
and that’s the nature of people. Most 
people are like that. He writ it large,

For his latest book, “Thrive,” Dan 
Buettner visited three of the world’s 
statistically cheeriest nations (plus 
one U.S. state) — 
Denmark, Sin- 
gapore, Mexico 
and California 
— and found 
that “happy” just 
doesn’t cut it as a 
descriptor. 
“Happiness 
isn’t really a good term. There’s 
well-being, life satisfaction, pos- 
itive affect and negative affect. 
Those are all different measure- 
ments of happiness. I use the word 


Thrive’ because it measures how 
people feel today and how they are 
going to feel tomorrow,” he says. He 
speaks Monday evening at Nation- 
al Geographic. 

What do happy areas have in com- 
mon? 

Worldwide, what most correlates to 
happiness is trust. Denmark tops 
that list. Also, equality and a short 
ladder between the richest and the 
poorest people is a universal. 

How does America measure up? 

We’re about a B-. We don’t opti- 
mally allocate our resources to 
maximize our happiness. About 
375 marketing messages rinse 
over our psyches everyday. That 
causes us to make too many deci- 
sions that influence making money 
so you can satisfy these manufac- 
tured desires. In Denmark, there

are only 55 shopping hours in a 
week; you can’t shop 24/7. If you 
attach that to the fact a garbage 
man makes as much as a lawyer, 
you’re much more likely to get a 
job that interests you more than 
it pays you.

the second-highest well-being 
score, with 56 percent of the popu- 
lation thriving. Why? 

If you live around Dupont Circle, 
it’s very easy to socialize.

NIH researchers seek currently depressed 
persons ages 18-55 to enroll in research studies 
evaluating how an FDA-approved drug, 
Scopolamine (for motion sickness) versus 
placebo can help with depression. In one study, 


the drug is given intravenously over 7-sessions 
(inpatient or outpatient), in the other the drug is 
given by patch over 12 sessions (outpatient). 
Participants must not be taking medications for 
three weeks prior to starting the study. 


The studies are conducted at the NIH Clinical Center in Bethesda^ Maryland^ and may include brain imaging 
and attention and memory tasks to help understand the role of some brain chemicals in depression.
